Miss Dove Meredith, who lives in 
North Morgan street, this city, but 
employed in the Indianapolis News 
office was today awarded a verdict 
for $5000 damages against the Indi­

The case was 
first filed in the Marion circuit court 
and afterwards 
venued

county, where it was heard this week. 
Her brother, Gilbert 
Meredith, at­ 
tended the trial at Lebanon. 
The accident in which Miss Mere­ 
dith was injured occurred in Indian­ 
apolis three years ago. She had sig­ 
nalled the conductor to stop a car at 
a certain point and was making ready 
to get off wfiien the car gave a sudden 
jerk and threw Miss Meredith violent­ 
ly to the ground. 
She suffered for 
some time from the effects of her in­ 
juries and incurred a large medical 
bill for treatment. 
One of the peculiar phases of the 
case was the fact that the plaintiff 
could not get a single witness to tes­ 
tify in her behalf, while the street car 
company had a dozen or more. 
The 
only testimony introduced in her be­ 
half was her own testimony and it 
evidently had great effect with the 
jury for they decided in favor of her. 
The jury retired last evening at 
6:30 o'clock at the conclusion of the 
introduction of evidence and return­ 
ed a verdict for the plaintiff at 10 
o’clock this morning.
